Report of the School Board 


FOR THE 


Town School District of Northfield. 


The annual report of your schools is respectfully submitted 
by the School Board. 

At the annual district meeting held in March, 1896, Otis C. 
Wyatt was elected a member of the shool board for three years. 
He was also elected the treasurer for the ensuing year. 

At the organization of the Board C.J. Chamberlain was elec- © 
ted chairman, and G. E. Gorrell secretary. As has been the 
method in past years, the schools for convenience in furnishing 
needed supplies were divided into three sub-districts, Mr. 
Gorrell having special charge of Bay Hill, Rand and Tebbetts ; 
Mr. Wyatt, Hodgdon, Center, and Bean Hill; and Mr. Cham- 
berlain, Pond and Oak Hill. And besides this special super- 
vision each member of the board has been expected to visit all 
the schools at least once in the year, that they might under- 
stand the special need of each school by observation. 

There being no appropriation for extra school money we 
were obliged to plan for a uniform term of nineteen weeks only 
during the year. 

There has been too many schools. 

With the best teachers obtainable, we think that no satisfac- 
tory work can be done with so few pupils, and consequently so 
little interest and competition. As the number of pupils in sev- 
eral of the schools continues to lessen year after year, the idea 
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of less schools with more pupils in each, is forcibly presented 
fur the consideration of those interested in our public schools. 

We have employed aine teachers during the year, and of 
these, seven have taught the same school throughout the year. 
All teachers had previously taught in town with the exception 
of Carrie J. Tibbetts and Aurelia Little. Other things being 
equal, a former teacher is preferable to a new one, as much 
time is lost while mutual adaptation is progressing. 

Excellent progress has been made by many of the scholars 
while some others have apparently failed as yet to appreciate 
the facilities profered them for attaining a good degree of 
knowledge. 

We would recommend that the district raise $300.00 extra 
school money for the coming year. 


BAY HILL. 


Summer term taught by Miss Mabel W. Glines, fall term by 
Miss Louise Emery. Misses Glines and Emery are workers in 
the school room. Success crowned their efforts. 


‘BEAN HILL. 


This school had Lillian E. Davis for teacher both terms. 
Miss Davis had taught this school one term in 1894. This is 
one of the smallest schools in town. ‘The scholars are bright, 
earnest little thinkers. Teacher and pupils worked earnestly 
together, and the school was a succcess. 


CENTER. 


This school was taught both terms by Kate H. Sanborn. It 
is one of the largest schools in town. Miss Sanborn worked 
hard to make this school a success. She was careful, painstake- 
ing and thorough. She gained the good will of her scholars, 
and a most pleasing progress was made in all branches taught, 
and good results were attained. 
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HODGDON. 

Both terms of this school were taught by Alice G. Shaw, 
who had taught one term last year. It is one of the most diffi- 
cult schools in town to govern properly. There are so many 
sinall scholars that it is hardly possibly to keep them quiet as 
is desirable for larger pupils. There was much earnest work 
done by teacher and pupils, and a good result therefrom. The 
Improvement in all branches taught was very marked, 
especially in writing and map drawing. The examination at 
the close of the fall term was pleasing to parents and friends, 
and they so expressed themselves. 4 


OAK HILL. 

Summer and fall terms were taught by Miss Etta F. Heath. 
The examinations showed the schools had been profitable and 
successful. 

POND. 

Both terms were taught by Miss Aurelia Little. This was 
her first experience but good discipline and progressive meth- 
ods proved her to be one of our best teachers. 

RAND. 

It is sufficient to say that this school was under the instruc 

tion of Miss Kate Forrest. 
TEBBETTS. 

The school was under the management of Mrs. Carrie J. 
Tibbetts. Mrs. Tibbetts is a teacher of experience and gave 
entire satisfaction. |

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


UNION DISTRICT. 


The past year has witnessed steady improvement in ourschools, 
though there is still plenty of opportunity for advancement. 
The effort to bring all the schools more completely into the 
same line of action has been pursued with gratifying success. 
Our teachers deserve credit for the work they have accomplished 
during the last twelve months. They have wrought together 
for a common result, not with individual purposes. 

The new room which the district provided last spring relieved 
the congestion which obtained a year ago. It allowed a redis- 
tribution of grades , so that now there is but one grade in the 
first primary room, and beginners have the entire attention of 
their teacher. 

What is likely to prove the most important action of the year 
is the contract, authorized by the district, which was made with 
the trustees of the Seminary to give our pupils a two years high 
school course at that institution. This step cannot fail to be- 
come a lasting satisfaction to all lovers of leaning in Union Dis- 
trict. A village of this size without a high school or its equiv- 
alent is to be looked askance at. The arrangement with the 
Seminary will not cost over one fifth of the amount that would 


Zo 


be required to maintain a high school. The district cannot fail 
to appreciate the pecunary advantage of this plan; while the in- 
centive for thorough work, which this advanced course offers, 
ought not to be overlooked. It will be remembered that free 
tuition is offered only to those students that attain a passing 
rank at graduation from the grammar school, and that it is not 
furnished when they fail to compass seminary standards after 
they have entered there. 


According to instructions given at the last school meeting, 
the Board of Education had the roof of the school house patched 
more carefully than ever, but the whole protection, shingles and 
cutters, were in such a state that patching was of little avail. 
The heavy fall rains came through in streams and damaged the 
plasteri.g considerably in several places. We hope the build- 
ing may be reshingled before another summer passes. 

The attendance of non-resident pupils in our schools has been 
discussed somewhat of late and the Board decided its policy 
regarding this matter at a recent meetiug by a unanimous vote. 
In substance, it is: that pupils will be admitted, provided they 
may be accommodated without interfering with our own inter- 
ests, by paying a tuition of thirty-five cents per week in the 
four lower rooms, or forty cents per week in the first grammar 
grade, and fifty cents per week in the second grammar grade. 
Fractions of a term to be reckoned as whole terms except in 
case of sickness. 

The enumerating agent discovered two hundred and nineteen 
children of school age in the district last April. There have 
been two hundred and thirty scholars enrolled on our registers 


during the year. At the present moment there are an even two 
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hundred in all the schools. They are found as follows:
